Owens, after looking at a picture 
of the outlaw, said he was positive 
that Hamilton was one of the men. 
He said, however, that Hamilton's 
hair was black and "his complex- 
ion was changed."

today, was believed by police to 
have been taken by the robbers.

Owens said the robbers had n

RED RIVER DAM IS 
SUPPORTED HEARING 


HELD WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
16.—(/TV- 


Representative Rayburn (D-Tex.) 
told the house flood control com- 
mittee today the proposed con- 
struction of a $36,000,000 dam on 
the Red river near Denison, Tex., 
would be .justified from the stand- 
point of flood control, navigation 
on the lower river, and power 
developments. 


"We are primarily interested in 


tho upper Red river, although we 
are interested too In the lower 
Red," Rayburn said. "Something 
r:eeds to be done on the upper 
Red river to control the lower 
Mississippi floods. 


"I think one of the great prob- 


lems is the question of flood con- 
trol. We have spent hundreds of 
millions 
of 
dollars 
to 
control 


those floods. I think the people 
of the lower Mississippi believe 
Denlson is the No. 1 project to 
help them for the reason there Is 
a spot four miles northwest of 
Denison where a bluff rises 160 
feet above the river. 


"If 
H. dam can be built there 


to hold and control one half of 
the Mississippi flood waters, 
it 


v.-ould impound 200,000 acres of 
water and will stop soil erosion. 
One of the farmers in my district 
had 550 arres fall into the river 
in one lump. 
"I do not know of a place in 


the great Southwest where a spot 
fixed by nature is better for a 
dam to be built." 
With this dam, Rayburn said, 


Texans believed that the holding- 
back of a great amount of water 
out of the Mississippi would just- 
ify its entire cost. Rayburn said 
it was a demonstrated fact that 
55,000 horsepower of 
electricity 


could be generated. 


John Murray, Shrevcport, La., 


representing the Rod River Valley 
Improvement Association, recount- 
tho terrific damage flood waters 
of the Red River had done in 
Louisiana and expressed the opin- 
ion that construction of the dam 
would go far toward elimination 
of that problem. 


Murray said that the actual loss 


must be considered but the in- 
tangible loss should not be for- 
gotten. 


"These two elements should be 


considered; the constant danger 
to health commissions and health 
conditions, and tho fact that the 
constant threat of flood is very 
demoralizing to the people of this 
area," ho said. 


Murray Recounts Losses. 
Murray said the flood loss fre- 


quently has been as much as $10,- 
000,000 In a year and in response 
to a question by Chairman Wil- 
son (D-La) of the flood control 
committee, declared that the war 
department's recommendations for 
emergency works not as much as 
the flood loss in certain years. 


Representative Sandlin, (D-La), 


opened today's hearing on the bill 
by Representative Miller (D-Ark) 
to develop the White, Red, Ar- 
kansas, and Ouachita rivers. He 
reviewed briefly the recommen- 
dation of the war department and 
tho Mississippi Valley, committee 
and declared that the whole Red 
River Valley was interested in 
the Denlson dam. 
In answer to a question by Wil- 


son, he said he believed that if 
$500,000,000 
or 
$600,000,000 was 


granted by the PWA any Red 
River project could bo started 
at once. 


Rayburn cited figures of Owne 


Floyd, of Dallas, an engineer, In- 
tended to show that if authority 
for the Denison dam was granted 
work could start in 15 days, giv- 
ing 2,000 men employment. Floyd 
also has estimated that the full 
project would give between 3,500 
and 4,000 men work for three and 
one half years. 


Murray, the director of the Red 


River Vallev Improvement Asso- 
ciation, told the committee that 
Barksdale Field, one of the three 
new, great army air centers, might 
be subject to floods of the river 
and said that danger had been 
called to the attention of the war 
department. 
Major Brehon Somervllle of the 
armv engineers took issue with 
proponents of the Mericino dam 
by telling the committee the proj- 
ect alone would not control flood 
waters below Denison. He said 
ten dams would be required to ad- 
equately control the floods 
but 
said the Denlson project was a 
definite part of the general plan 
under consideration. The war de- 
partment has not yet made a for- 
mal report on the Denlson dam. 
Somerville called attention to this 
fact and said he therefore was 
not prepared to e'vo detailed In- 
formation but did answer ques- 
tions by committee members, irin- 
cipally

-Blarl Bruner, L. M. Henderson, 
•and.Jim Rowe. The shirt alleged 
to have been worn at the time 
b/ the deceased, a shotgun and 
two shotgun shells were intro- 
duced in evidence. 
The introduction of testimony 


was punctuated to objections by 
"attorneys and the trial Is being 
contested at many stages of the 
testimony. 
The trial is attracting consider- 


able attention and all available 
'seats in the courtroom and bal- 
conies are filled with interested 
•pectators while scores are stand- 
ing in the aisles and about the 
walla of the courtroom. 


'Argue Defense motion. 


The • jury was 
excluded from 
the room while the arguments of 
the attorneys on the defense mo- 
tion for an Instructed verdict of 
not guilty were heard.

was guilty and that the'state also 
had proven if Garrison had slain 
Washburn, it was justifiable; that

The state attorneys pointed out 
that Aude Washburn and Jim 
Garrison had been together

The witness 


said "he told the defendant that 
he (Garrison) had killed Aude 
Was'hburn, but Garrison replied he 
had killed a hi-jacker who was 
after him. 
The witness 
denied anything 


was said -about a mask. 
Rowe testified he saw a jar 


two-thirds full of what he thought 
was liquor under a table in the 
house. . He said Washburn was 
dead and plates were on the ta- 


room. 


Those testifying Saturday morn- 


ing included L. M. Henderson, J. 
R. Bruner, D. E. Morton, Dick 
Holloman, R. B. Blissett, "Bom 
Collins and Judge T. A. Crowley 
(re-called). Holloman and Blissett 
testified they had known the de- 
fendant for a number of years but 
did not know his general reputa- 
tion, 
Judge Crowley admitted under 


cross-examination that 
he 
was 
friendly to the prosecution and 
said he had fined Garrison on an 
assault case several years ago af- 
ter the case had been transcripted 
to the district court and returned. 
He admitted 
he had heard of 


trouble in which Garrison was in- 
volved including a fight and a cut- 
ting scrape but that no complaints 
or arrests were made out o£ his 
court in these connections. 


Collins testified he had known 


Rural Shade when he was 
not 


drinking. 


After five witnesses had testi- 


fied, Cleo G. Miller, special prose- 
cutor, announced the state would 
rest with the provision additional 
character witnesses be allowed to 
be heard later. The defense de- 
clined to agree to this proposal 
and the trial was halted for about 
a half hour. 


Courtroom 
Crowded. 
The courtroom was filled with 
Interested spectators at Saturday 
morning's session, but the aisles 
and balconies were not jammed as 
Friday afternoon. 


Defense Counsel A. _ P. 
Mays 


said shortly before noon that the 
completion of testimony would be 
accomplished during the afternoon. 
It is highly probable, according to 
ataches of the court, 
that 
the 


charge of the judge will be pre- 
pared during the week-end and 
arguments of the attorneys given 
probably Monday afternoon, with 
the case likely not to be given the 
jury before late Monday or Tues- 
day morning. 
Friday Afternoon's Session. 


Jim Garrison, 
the defendant, 


testified Friday afternoon on his 
own behalf and remained on the 
stand for one hour and 30 min- 
utes. He related 
Incidents and 


occurrences of the morning prior 
to the shooting of Washburn, and 
declared that he did not shoot 
Washburn, but shot at a masked 
man advancing on him with a 
knife in his hand who failed to 
heed his command to stop. Four 
local physicians testified 
rela- 


tive to "D. T.'s" and alcoholic 
disturbances caused . by excessive 
use of liquor. 


The defense rested shortly be- 


fore the court recessed 
Friday 


afternoon. The jury was exclud- 
ed on several 
occasions while 


opposing counsel argued various 
points of evidence and procedure. 


Garrison said he had never been 


.convicted of a felony, was a na- 
tive of Arkansas, but had resided 
in Texas since 1882. Most of the 
time since then having been spent 
in Navarro county. He said he 
had resided in the Wildcat Ferry 
community for the past 12 years. 


Regular Liquor User. 
The defendant said he had been 


a regular liquor drinker for the 
last 15 or 18 year* and for a year 
prior to Chrlstma's Eve Day, 1934, 
had drunk more or less every 
day—from one-half pint to a quart 
of home-made whiskey. 


Garrison said for a week or 


ten days prior to the time of the 
shooting, he had been unable to 
rest at night, had no appetite. He 
recounted trouble with 
a 
man 


named Hardln and that at night 
he thought he could see Hardln'a 
face, and hear him talking out- 
side of his window. He also said 
at times he imagined he was be- 
ing poisoned, and saw snakes in 


he made about nine bales .of cot- 
ton. 
' 
• 
The witness admitted that he 


had trouble with Hardln at his 
(Garrison's) place about one and 
one-half years ago. 
"You cut him all 
to 
pieces, 


didn't you?" the district attorney 
queried. 
Defense objections en- 


sued and the jury was excluded 
as the attorneys argued the ad- 
missabillty of the evidence and 
the court ruled the evidence and 
auestiori not admlssable as no In- 
dictments had been returned. 
He was grilled relative to his 


statements about seeing the face 
of Hardin at his (Garrison's) win- 
dow at nights. He was unable to 
tell th-J number of times, how he 
was dressed, etc., and admitted 
that the face at the window did 
not try to harm him. 


Garrison admitted that Hardin 


did not say anything to him or 
try to harm him when he passed 
that morning in a car. 
When District Atotrney Curing- 


ton asked the defendant if the 
delusions had stopped after -he 
(Garrison) had killed Washburn, 
the witness declared: 


"I didn't kill Aude Washburn." 


Says Not Crazy Now. 


Garrison said he was not crazy 


now and under questioning of tho 
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district attorney, recounted 
the 


meeting of 
Washburn 
at the 


Comb'i! residence and their trip to 
Garrison's 
home, 
reaching 
his 


home about 10:30 ro 11 a. m. He 
said that Washburn left about 11 
a. m. and had been gone 25 or 30 
n>inut6s before the shooting. 


Recounting the events of 
the 


time of the shooting, the defend- 
ant said his assailant 
had 
a 


handkerchief or mask over faco 
and a knife in his hand. He was 
sitting by the stove when 
the 


man appeared in the door, Gar- 
rison said, fixing to go shoot 
crows. He Bald he couldn't 
say 


what kind of handkerchief it waa 
except It wag white. 


Garrison said he shot the man 


as he (the rfan) was about in 
the middle of the room, but didn't 
know where he fell and was not 
sure ho had killed him. He said 
he didn't know which barrel he 
discharged. 


The witness said 
he 
"sorter 


came to myself and I was over, 
at Miles." He said he knew ho 
had shot somebody. He remem- 
bered Rowe coming over and that 
he (Garrison) told him he had 
ahot a hi-jackcr. He said 
Jim 


Rowo said It was Aude 
Wash- 


burn, and that he (Garrison) told 
Rowe he (Garrison) would 
not 


harm Aude. He did not remember 
talking to Henderson. 


Garrison testified he was drunk 


but could walk all right. 


Under re-direct examination by 


A. P. Mays, Garrison said he re- 
sided about 300 yards from Trin- 
ity river, and also testified that 
he could get all of the liquor ho 
(Garrison) wanted without pay- 
ing for it.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—</Pf— 
The supreme court today upheld 
the government's right to cancel 
"gold clauses" in private bonds 
but ' ruled that government gold 
obligations can not be paid off on 
a "dollar for dollar!' basis. 


Chief Justice Hughes, in a sum- 


marization of the decisions, dis- 
closed the court's ruling that gov- 
ernment "gold clause" bonds must 
be paid off in gold or the equiva- 
lent amount of devalued currency. 


This, in effect, means that for 
every $1,000 dollar gold bond, the 
government must pay $1,690. 


What the administration atti- 


tude would be remained to be 
seen. It had already been declar- 
ed by Attorney General Cummings 
to be ready "for any emergency." 


The government won the soli- 
tary case involving gold certifi- 
cates. -The decision was that the 
court of claims did not have juris- 
diction to entertain suits against 
the federal government because of 
its gold bonds and gold certifi- 
cates. 
Effect of Decision. 


\The effect of the decision was 
to validate the act of congress 
suspending gold payments of pri- 
vate obligations containing 
gold 
clauses. 


F. Eugene Nortz of New York, 
owner of $106,300 of gold certifi- 
cates, had sued to recover $64,334 
which he said was the difference 
between what he received and the 
value of. the gold to which he con- 
tended he was entitled. 


The .-joint resolution of congress 


suspending gol.d payments which 
tho court today declared valid as 
applied to I>rlvate contracts was 
enacted on June 5. 1933. Its pur- 
poae was "to assure uniform, val- 
ue to the coins and currencies of 
the United States." 
He then reviewed at length the 


history of pi'evous regulations con- 
cerning money and a decision of 
the court on the subject. 
Hughes stated the court was not 


concerned with the wisdom of the 
law in question but that the ques- 
tion was one of power and not 
politics. 


.Closeted With Secretaries. 


President Roosevelt was closeted 
with his secretaries, Marvin 
H. 
Mclntyre and Stephen T. Early, as 
the supreme court decision 
was 


handed down. 
Hughe.; spoke slowly and with 
great deliberation. 
He emphasized the word "af- 


firmed" when the private bond 
cases were 
decided, 
sustaining 


lower courtsi 
The chief justice enunciated with 
a distinctive clearness. With feel- 
ing he read his brief summary of 
the cases, decided and then launch- 
ed into the reasons for the court 
findings. 


The crowded court listened In- 
tently, all eyes fixed upon the 
black-robed chief justice. 
"Fairly construed, 
the 
gold 


clauses were intended to afford a 
definite stnndatd of a measure of 
value and thus protect against the 
depreciation of the currency by 
payment of a lesser value than 
that prescribed," Hughes said. 


Much Confusion. 


There was no immediate way of 
telling if all the justices agreed 
with the opinion he was reading. 
Treasury officials were running 


back and forth from the court to 
the 'marshal's office relaying the 
decision over an open telephone 
circuit to high administration of- 
ficials downtown. 
Senator Robinson, 
Democratic 


leader, came out of the court at 
12:15 and said "I'm satisfied." 


Informed ot the court's decision 


Chairman 
Sumncrs 
(D-Tex.) of

said: 
"That's all right. The big trou-

In his summary Hughes said: 
Questions at Issue. 


"The questions at issue was pow- 
er of congress to establish a mon- 
etary system and power of con- 
gress to invalidate existing con- 
tracts which interfere with 
its 


constitutional authority and wheth- 
er the gold clause did constitute 
such an ^interference as to bring 
them within the range of congress 
over the monetary system." 
Hughes then discussed the pow- 


er of congress to invalidate exist- 
ing contracts which interfere with 
its constitutional power, including 
those issued by private parties 
states,• municipalities and their po- 
litical subdivisions. 


The court reached the conclus- 


ion, 
he said, that congress In the 


exercise of its power" to regulate 
currency could not be controlled 
hv gold clauses in private obliga- 
tions. 
The court had repeatedly 


ruled to that effect. 


An attache of Attorney General 


Cumminffs' office was present and 
immediately left to telephone Cum- 
mings of the decision. 


A number of others ylso dash- 


ed out of the chamber presumably 
to notify their government officials 
and individuals directly affected.

Losses From Casualties, Theft, 


And Wagers 


To be deductible, a loss arising 


from "fires, storm, shipwrecks, or 
other casualty" need not be con- 
nected with the taxpayer's trade 
or business. If his home or his 
summer bungalow damaged 
by 


flood or storm, he may claim a 
deduction for the loss sustained. 
Loss of property by theft or 


burglary is an allowable deduc- 
tion, and need not be Incurred In 
trade or business. Hence, the loss 
occasioned by the theft of jew- 
elry or an automobile use for 
pleasure and convenience Is de- 
ductible. It must bo established, 
however, that the property actual- 
ly wis stolen. 
Should 
circum- 


stances attending tho loss leave 
the owner In duobt as to whether 
It was stolen or lost, the claim 
would not bo allowed. 
Losses from wagering transac- 


tions are allowable only to the 
extent of the gains from such 
transactions. 


A loss is deductible only In the 


year in which it is sustained, 
even though, as In tho case of a 
theft or casualty, it may not bo 
discovered 
until 
a 
later 
year. 


Losses compensated for by 
In- 


surance or otherwise^ of course, 
are not deductible. However, In 
the event the amount of insur- 
ance IB not sufficient to recom- 
pense for the loss sustained, the 
excess 
of 
the 
loss

amount of the Insurance is de- 
ductible.

The 2^-mile trip from Fleming- 
ton wasi made 
in 
55 minutes. 
Hauptmann, flanked by Warden 
Harry McCrea and Lieut, Allan 
of the state police, was led into 
the main entrance of the prison. 
The big door closed behind him 
at 10:28. 
"I am innocent," 
Hauptmann 
said, as he walked up the steps 
of the prison. This was in reply 
to a request for a "last word." 
The state police escort evaded 
the mob of 500 persons who were 
gathered at one end of the prison 
by going around the opposite end. 
The prisoner was in the second 
car of the police motorcade. 
Warden 
McCrea 
said 
that 
Hauptmann spoke very little on 
the trip from Flemington. 
Ho 
thanked the warden for the treat- 
ment he had been accorded in the 
Flemlngton jail. 


"Everything's fine," he said. 
Prisoner No. .17,100. 
In the prison, Hauptmann was 
taken to a side room, where the 
commitment papers wore given to 
Irving 
Bleam, 
prison 
clerk. 
Hauptmann was immediately la- 
belled prisoner 17,400. 
He posed for photographers, still 
manacled to Warden McCrea and 
Lieutenant Smith. 
Then 
some 
one placed a microphone in front 
of him. There was still no expres- 
sion on his face as he ^poke into 
it. • He leaned forward and in a 
clear voice said again, "I'm inno- 
cent." 
Hauptmann wa sin Bleam's of- 
fice only a few n.inutcs before he 
»aa lew away to the death house. 
Down the'main corridor he walk- 
ed between his guards, out into 
a small yard where he saw sun- 
nhine again—perhaps for the last 
time—and then into the little red 
brick death house. 
Cell Adjoin* Death Chamber 
His cell, No. 9. is the last one 
on the first tier and adjoins the 
death chamber. 
Should Haupt- 
mann lose his appeal from his con- 
viction, he will take only six steps 
to the chair. 


Ao he walked down the death 
house corridor, Hauptmann 'pass- 
ed fix other prisoners, some of 
whom are scheduled to die within 
a few weeks, 
A few minutes after committing 
their prisoner to the state's care, 
Sheriff John H. Curtiss and War- 
den McCrea 
emerged from the 
prison and entered their car for 
the drive back to Flemington. 
^CurtMR said there had been no 
J^Rtfurbance either as Hauptmann 
• Jlft Flemington or on the way. 
"I'm glad that's over," he said. 
The crowd of 500 that had gath- 
ered at the intersection of Third 
and Federal streets, 200 yards from

caravan 
entered

•treet, which fronts the prison, 
from Cass street on the opposite 
end of the jail.
